SJC  honors  two 
long-time 
Core  educators

Saint  Joseph's  College  has 
bestowed  its  first  Lifetime 
Achievement  Awards  on  two 
faculty  members  who  were  co¬ 
founders  of  the  school's  highly 
acclaimed  Core  program. 

Honored  during  special 
ceremonies  in  the  campus  au¬ 
ditorium  January  15  were  Dr. 
Andrew  Mehall  and  Michael 
Davis.  Both  were  recognized 
for  their  contributions  in  help¬ 
ing  to  initiate  the  Core  pro¬ 
gram  at  SJC.  Making  the  pres¬ 
entations  were  the  school's 
president.  Father  Charles 
Banet,  C.PP.S.,  and  the  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs. 
Dr.  John  Nichols. 

The  Core  program  was 
created  in  1969  because  school 
administrators  and  faculty 
wanted  to  improve  learning 


school  and  its  Core  curriculum 
among  the  'Ten  Top  Colleges 
at  Bargain  Prices." 

The  two  long-time  SJC 
educators  were  honored  for 
their  part  in  establishing  the 
program.  "I  never  thought  of 
myself  as  a  founder  of  any¬ 
thing,"  says  Mehall.  "My  wish 
always  was  to  present  the  best 
educational  opportunities  for 
the  students." 

Mehall  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  biology  de¬ 
partment  at  SJC  since  1970.  A 
native  of  Uniontown,  Penn., 
Mehall  graduated  with  a  B.S. 
in  biology  from  the  University 
of  Detroit  in  1957.  He  began 
teaching  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  in  1961.  That  same  year 
he  earned  his  M.S.  from 
Syracuse  University  in  zool¬ 


ogy.  In  1970  he  completed  his 
doctorate  in  that  field  at  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

"I  hope  the  work  that 
we've  begun  in  Core  will  con¬ 
tinue  at  Saint  Joseph's,"  Mehall 
says.  "It's  meant  a  lot  to  me, 
and  I  hope  the  students  appre¬ 
ciate  their  opportunity." 

He  and  his  wife,  Julia,  will 
be  moving  to  Indianapolis  af¬ 
ter  his  retirement  at  the  end  of 
the  current  school  year. 

Davis  joined  the  staff  at 
SJC  in  1952,  two  years  after 
earning  a  B.S.  in  geology  at 
Kansas  State  University.  He 
had  stayed  an  extra  year  at 
KSU  to  acquire  his  M.S.  in  ge¬ 
ology  in  1951. 

"IF  s  been  a  real  privilege 
to  work  with  the  students  and 
staff  here  at  Saint  Joseph's," 
Davis  says.  "I'm  proud  not 
only  for  the  opportunity  I  had 
to  help  develop  Core,  but  also 
that  Dr.  Mehall  and  I  were  two 
of  the  very  first  lecturers  in  the 
program.  Most  of  all.  I'm 
thankful  for  the  opportunity  to 
teach  here  and  work  with  the 
faculty  in  the  Core  program." 

Davis,  who  is  chairman  of 
SJC's  geology  department,  has 
indicated  that  he  will  teach  at 
the  college  for  at  least  another 
year.  He  and  his  wife,  Helena, 
like  the  Mehalls,  currently  re¬ 
side  in  Rensselaer.

Saint  Joe  participates  in 
national  curriculum  pro j  ect 


Saint  Joseph's  College  is 
one  of  16  colleges  from  across 
the  country  that  have  begun  a 
collaborative  effort  on  a  na¬ 
tional  program  sponsored  by 
the  Association  of  American 
Colleges. 

The  Project  on  Strong 
Foundations  for  General  Edu¬ 
cation  is  designed  to  assist  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  that 
want  not  only  to  strengthen 
their  general  education  curric¬ 
ula  but  also  to  provide  solid 
institutional  support  for  the 
common  curriculum. 

Although  Saint  Joe  has 
long  had  an  established  core 
curriculum,  school  officials  felt 
it  was  important  to  take  part 
in  the  project  to  continue  to 
keep  vitality  in  the  school's 
educational  program. 

The  strategies  that  may  be 
used  in  the  collaboration  in¬ 
clude  examination  of  school 
policies,  structures,  proce¬ 
dures,  and  campus  life.  The 
project  is,  therefore,  intended 
to  develop,  test,  improve,  and 
disseminate  information  about 
ways  to  strengthen  the  organ¬ 
izational  foundations  of  gen¬ 
eral  education.  Activities  will 


include  quarterly  meetings  of 
school  representatives,  as  well 
as  visits  to  each  school's  cam¬ 
pus  by  the  project  director. 

The  project  will  conclude  with 
a  national  conference  during 
the  summer  of  1993. 

The  16  schools  selected  for 
the  project  were  taken  from  a 
list  of  118  applicants.  Saint  Joe 
and  Ball  State  are  the  only  In¬ 
diana  colleges  selected.  The 
list  includes  nine  state-sup¬ 
ported  schools  and  seven  inde¬ 
pendent  ones.  SJC  is  one  of 
only  two  Catholic  schools  cho¬ 
sen  to  take  part  in  the  project. 

John  Nichols,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  academic  affairs,  Phil 
Posey,  professor  of  History, 
and  John  Groppe,  professor  of 
English,  attended  a  kick-off 
meeting  in  Washington,  D.C., 
on  Jan.  7-8.  'The  Association 
of  American  Colleges  has  an 
excellent  track  record  over  the 
last  20  or  so  years  in  working 
to  develop  liberal  arts  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  USA,"  says  Nichols. 
"So  Saint  Joseph's  is  very 
happy  to  be  a  part  of  their  cut¬ 
ting  edge  contribution  to  the 
state  of  American  higher  edu¬ 
cation."

Smith  graduated  from 
Oglethorpe  University  in  At¬ 
lanta,  Georgia,  and  has  done 
graduate  work  at  Vanderbilt 
University  and  the  University 
of  West  Florida.

New  challenges  often  ac¬ 
company  a  new  year,  and  that 
will  be  the  case  in  1992  for 
William  Cebie  Smith,  the  new 
director  of  alumni  relations  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College. 

Smith  comes  to  Saint  Joe 
from  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  had  spent  the  past 
six  years  working  as  assistant 
director  in  the  alumni  depart¬ 
ment  at  Boston  University 
School  of  Law,  two  of 
which  were  spent  as  act¬ 
ing  co-director. 

He  assumed  his  new 
duties  at  the  end  of  No¬ 
vember  after  a  visit  to  the 
campus  in  September. 

"At  that  time  I  was  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  college 
for  several  reasons,  in¬ 
cluding  its  core  curricu¬ 
lum.  I  wanted  to  work  for 
a  school  that  put  emphasis 
on  liberal  arts  and  its 
benefits  to  students." 

For  a  while  he  spent 
most  of  his  time  meeting 
and  talking  with  staff  and 
faculty  at  the  college  and 
learning  the  school's 
unique  history. 

His  pace  has  picked 
up,  however,  now  that  the 
new  year  is  here.  "My  job 
will  be  to  strengthen  the 
ties  of  the  alumni  to  the 
school,"  he  says.  "I  want 
to  work  with  them  so  we 
can  reach  out  and  bring 
them  back  into  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  family." 

He  plans  to  do  this 
with  the  personal  touch, 
by  traveling  across  the 
country  to  meet  with  exist¬ 


ing  alumni  groups  in  person 
as  much  as  possible,  rather 
than  by  phone,  letter,  or  fax. 
The  long-range  goal  will  be  to 
find  out  what  the  alumni  need 
in  order  to  renew  and 
strengthen  their  ties  to  the  col- 
lege.

Alumni  Profile 


Ex-Saint  Joe  gridder 
finds  his  personal 
"field  of  dreams"  at  his  alma  mater 


You  don't  have  to  be  an 
athlete  to  experience  your  own 
"field  of  dreams"  sometime, 
somewhere  as  you  move 
through  life. 

But  for  Dennis  Dunn  '67, 
that  field  turned  out  to  be  a 
football  gridiron  at  his  alma 
mater  and  the  chance  to  play 
football  again  at  the  age  of  46, 
two  years  after  he  survived  a 
life-threatening  blood  clot  that 
cost  him  two  weeks  in  a  hospi¬ 
tal  and  four  months  out  of 
work. 

Dunn  earned  three  varsity 
monographs  as  a  defensive 
line  standout  at  SJC  during 
1964-66,  then  took  his  mathe¬ 
matics  degree  into  the  profes¬ 
sional  world  where  today  he  is 
president  of  Dunn  Direct  Mar¬ 
keting,  Inc.,  of  Libertyville,  Ill. 

Back  in  1989,  however,  his 
profession  seemed  like  a  dis¬ 
tant  thought  after  a  blood  clot 
moved  up  his  arm  toward  his 
heart.  His  doctors  let  him 
know  this  was  a  serious  mat¬ 
ter,  but  fortunately  the  crisis 
passed  and  he  began  a  year¬ 
long  series  of  therapy  and  re¬ 
habilitation  sessions  that 
helped  the  clot  dissolve. 

"When  I  was  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal,  I  had  this  thought  that  I'd 
like  to  play  football  at  least 
one  more  time,  and  of  course 
that  meant  I'd  have  to  recover 


from  the  clot.  Playing  again 
became  my  personal  'field  of 
dreams,"'  he  explains. 

Playing  football  one  more 
time  meant  much  more  than 
just  putting  on  the  uniform 
again,  however. 

"I  saw  it  as  a  chance  to  tie 
together  so  many  of  the  things, 
so  many  of  the  changes  that 
had  happened  in  my  life,"  he 
explains.  "Being  hospitalized 
helped  me  to  reestablish  some 
priorities  and  focus  on  the  re¬ 
ally  important  items  while 
casting  aside  some  things  I 
was  doing  that  weren't  that 
important.  It  added  intensity 
to  my  life." 

During  his  recovery,  Dunn 
began  an  exercise  routine  that 
continues  today,  as  he  works 
out  one  and  one  half  hours,  six 
days  per  week. 

Playing  football  again  was 
more  a  dream  than  reality  un¬ 
til  his  recovery  was  completed. 
By  the  winter  of  1991  he  was 
in  better  condition  than  he  had 
been  "for  quite  some  time,  so 
when  I  received  the  letter  from 
Saint  Joe  coach  Bill  Reagan  in¬ 
viting  alumni  to  participate  in 
the  1991  spring  alumni  vs.  var¬ 
sity  game,  I  didn't  hesitate  to 
say  yes." 

He  became  the  second- 
oldest  alumnus  to  ever  play  in 
the  contest,  and  his  playing 
was  not  limited  to  a  token  ap¬ 


pearance:  He  played  a  full 
three-quarters  of  the  contest. 

Playing  one  more  time 
may  now  become  playing  sev¬ 
eral  more  times,  because  Dunn 
says  he'd  like  to  keep  playing 
in  this  spring  game  until  he 
sets  the  record  for  being  the 
oldest  alumnus  to  participate. 
The  record  is  currently  held  by 
1953  graduate  Jerry  Wenzel, 
who  played  until  he  was  51.
